IN THE COMMONS 


Sir Edward Kemp, the Minister of 
Militia, Can Only Promise 
Replies to Queries 


Ottawa, Sept. 7—-There were several 
questions directed on the Minister of 
Militia in the Commons yesterday 
which had to do with interlor economy 
and other branches of military affairs.

Every 
eighth person of the world’s popula- 
tion lives in the dark continent, The 
blacks double their number every 40 
years and the whites every 80 years, 
There are 843 languages and dial 
in use among the blacks of Africa.
